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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Regarding claims 25-28, page 8 line 13- page 9 line 9, the Applicant argues that 
Hetherington I does appear to translate between languages. However, as set forth in 
the previous office action, the Examiner can not concur that the cited reference does not 
perform translation. The transliteration of a word, from one language to another, 
includes the well known definition of translation, "to render in another language", 
transliteration being, "to represent (letters or words) in the corresponding characters of 
another alphabet. Hetherington I, goes from a source language text to a target language 
representation of a text/character input (C.14.lines 6, 7, 12-14, 21-23, 25-27 "...may 
automatically switch to presenting the contents of altString as the text string to be 
displayed or processed", which automatically switches text from one language to 
another, C.4. lines 47-57). 

2. Regarding claims 1-28, Applicant's argues on page 9 line 16-pge 10-line 5, 
concerning text input/output or that the text has no visual representation. In view of the 
discussion, C.4. lines 29, 30, C. 3. lines 38-42, Hetherington II teaches having the 
application to include one or more user interface components (menus, dialogs, help 
files, buttons, etc CAIines 29, 30), the dialogs are known to include text from input and 
output fields and C.3.lines 38-42 teaches including text which has no visual 
representation. The input/output fields and text without visual representation as claimed 
do not prima facie avoid the aft rejection set forth in the previous office action. 
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3. Regarding claims 25-28, in claim 25 the Applicant argues, page 10, lines 6-24, 
the final action does not clearly/explicitly indicate where the Examiner finds 
Hetherington II teaches the limitations as claimed. As this does not address the merits 
of the rejection. Claims 25-28 remain rejected in view of Hetherington I, and 
reconsideration in view of Hetherington II alone would not result in placing the case in 
condition for allowance.
